SEVENTY MINERS ENTOMBED. 


Are Dead and the Others Had 


Narrow K**c'ape<*. 


Brownsville. Pa.. Sept. zi.—Seventy 


men were entombed yesterday in the 
Empire mine of Snowden. Gould & Co., 
one-fourth of a mile below town, as 
the result of an explosion of gas, fol- 
lowed by another explosion cf firedamp. 
Of the number entombed all escaped or 
were taken out by rescuing parties 
except eight, who were killed outright, 
and three more or less hurt.

They admitted that 
it was known that gas lurked in the 
chambers,'and that miners were per- 
mitted to work in the vicinity of the 
gas with naked lamps. It was admit- 
ted that the miners were allowed to 
remain at work for several hours a 
few days ago after the air giving ven- 
tilating fan had broken down, and this 
in violation of law. On March 5 last 
Mine Inspector Loutitt wrote to the 
company warning them of the dan- 
gerous condition of the mine and in- 
structing them to have the matter at- 
tended to.

municipal government, and they also 
have the advantage of holding the con- 
fidence of the people. 


When Mr. Lopez was asked as to the 


reports that the Filipinos were solicit- 
ing help from European governments 
he declared that such reports were ut- 
terly unfounded and unjust. They were 
acting in the most perfect good faith 
with the American authorities. As an 
evidence of ihis he cited that fact that 
the German consular office on the isl- 
and had requested a conference with 
Aguinaldo, but that leader had refused 
to grant the conference.

warranted the stories that Germany 
was secretly equipping the Philippine 
insurgents in order to bring: about in- 
ternationl dissensions and embarrass 
American control.

IVATERIN WELLS BECOMES HOT 


Residents 
of 
Arizona 
Alarmed Over 


Phenomenon In Their Territory. 


The wells in parts of Arizona have 


recently become producers of hot water 
and apprehension is felt by many of 
the residents of the region affected that 
they are about to become participants 
In a grand volcanic drama. In some of 
:he -wells the temperature of the water 
rose twenty degrees in a single night. 
In a few the phenomenon disappeared 
soon after its appearance. In a major- 
ity of crises, however, the wells fairly 
;team from their newly acquired heat. 
The first known of this curious state of 
affairs was a report that the wells at 
ilaricopa, on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, thirty miles south of Phoenix, 
had suddenly become hot. It was four 
days thereafter that the phenomenon 
first was noticed a dozen miles west of 
that city. A test at one well showed 
a temperature of nearly 100 degrees. 
No difference is noted in wells ia the 
immediate vicinity o£ Phoenix. 
The 


line of subterranean heat wave follows 
the general direction of the Sierra 
Estrella mountains, a volcanic chain 
lying immediately south of the G52a 
river. Thence it appears to continue 
on in the direction of the Harqua 
Hala mountains, ne?.r which 
are a 


number of large and modern volcanic 
rones and Dills of drifted volcanic ash. 
Further to the eas*. the lava flows are 
*o geologically modern as to have over- 
whelmed in a number of places tie cJifl 
iwelHngs of the ancients.

The wells in parts of Arizona have 
recently become producers of hot water 
and apprehension is felt by many of 
the residents of the region affected that 
they are about to become participants 
In a grand volcanic drama. In some of 
:he wells the temperature of the water 
rose twenty degrees in a single night. 
In a few tho phenomenon disappeared 
soon after Us appearance. In a major­ 
ity of cases, however, the wells fairly 
steam from their newly acquired heat. 
The first known of this curious state of 
affairs was a report thjit the wells at 
Maricopa, on tho Southern Pacific rail­ 
road, thirty miles south of Phoenix, 
had suddenly become hot. It was four 
days thereafter that the phenomenon 
first was noticed a dozen miles west of 
that city. 
A test at one .well showed 
a temperature of nearly 100 degrees. 
No difference is noted in wells in the 
immediate vicinity of Phoenix. 
The 
line of subterranean heat wave follows 
the general direction of the Sierra 
Estrella mountains, a volcanic chain 
lying immediately south of the Gila 
river. 
Thence it appears to continue 
on in the direction of 
the 
Harqua 
Hala mountains, nep.r which 
are 
a 
number of large and modern volcanic 
cones and hills of drifted volcanic ash. 
Further to the east the lava flows are 
eo geologically modern as to have over­ 
whelmed in a number of places the clifl 
twellings of the ancients.

HOLIDAYS IN MANILA. 


At One Tiinw There \V«re Orer Forty In 


EV«T,V Year. 


"Life in Manila," is the subject of 


an article by Wallace Cuniming iu the 
Century. 
Mr. Gumming says: 


Manila loves holidays. At one time 


there wore over forty in each year. 
The number has been sadly dimin- 
ished, though there are still thirteen 
left, I understand. 
Each pueblo has 


its saiut, and on that saint's day the 
inhabitants nive themselves over, as 
they ilo on the great holidays of the 
church, to music, fireworks, cock- 
fighting, processions, etc. 


Almost all these processions took 


place at night,and the effect was most 
picturesque. 
There would be a line 


of marchers, men, women and chil- 
dren, walking in single file on each 
side of the street, everyone with a 
lighted caudle in his hand. 
At inter- 


vals, in the middle of the road, would 
come images of the 
Saviour, the 


Virgin and the saints, borne on the 
shoulders of from ten to thirty men, 
surrounded by priests, and preceded 
by a band of music. 
Some of the 


images were covered with diamonds 
and other precious stones, said to be 
enormously valuable. In these cases 
there was always a baud of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets about the image. 
Often there would be thousands of 
people walking in these processions, 
and all the Avhile it was moving tens 
of thousands of "rockets and bombs 
would be fired. These rockets and 
bombs are home-made. 
The rockets 


consist only of a jo'4' of bamboo 
filled with powder, exploding with 
great noise, but with little light. The 
bombs are simply a handful of powder 
tightly wrapped with hemp. 
They 


cost a mere trifle, but make a great 
noise, and no fiesta is complete with- 
out plenty of them. 


The most curious procession is par- 


ticipated in only by natives and the 
poorer mestizos. 
It takes place, if I 


remember rightly, during holy week, 
and is a high solemnity. Every one 
walking iu the procession is robed in 
his grave clothes. 
The garment is 


a long, loose, gray robe with a hood, 
and it comes to the ground. 
The 


effect is very strange. 
It may seem 


strange that grave clothes are pro- 
vided before they are needed, but in 
Manila they are considered a prime 
necessity, 
and every native owns 


those clothes, even if he is bare of all 
other. 
The ordinary dress of the 


native man is trousers and shirt of 
"piece-goods" (calico), the shirt being 
worn outside the trousers. 
On holi- 


days they wear a shirt made of pina, 
which is an expensive material. 
Na- 


tive servants wear the same articles, 
but they must be of spotless white and 
very suitable and nice looking it is. 
A curious freak of custom was that 
inative servants were required to serve 
barefooted, while it was an insult if a 
Chinese servant appeared before his 
(superior without his shoes. 


An Historic Carriage. 


An historic carriage owned by the 


late Dr. Evans has been offered for 
sale at the Paris Tattersall establish- 
ment, but it was decided at the last 
moment to retain the vehicle as an 
item of the estate. In it the doctor 
left Paris with the Empress Eugene 
on Sept. 4, 1870, when he was assist- 
ing her to reach England. 
It is in- 


tended by the heirs of the noted den- 
tist to transfer the carriage to the 
Evans 
Museum, 
which is to be 


founded in America under the clauses 
of the doctor's will. 


The vehicle will be temporarily 


handed over to the care of the old 
coachman who drove the empress, her 
attendants and the doctor to the coast 
in 1870, when she was about to em- 
bark for England in Sir John Bur- 
goyne's yacht. The vehicle is a lan- 
dau with accommodations for four 
persons, and was built in 1867 for the 
Exhibition. 
About ten years since 


Dr. Evans had it recleaned and reeni- 
belished, in order to make a journey 
to Greenville over the same ground 
as that traversed by him with the 
Empress in 1870. 
During that long 


drive he stopped at the same places 
eu route as those 
selected on the 


memorable journey.—London Daily 
Telegraph.

HOLIDAYS IN MANILA, 


At Olio Tim o T h ere W oro O ver 
F o rty In 


Kvery Year. 


“ Life in Manila,” is the subject of 
an article by Wallace Cumming in the 
Century. 
Mr. Cumming says: 


Manila loves holidays. 
At one timo 
there wore over forty in each year. 
The number has boen sadly dimin­ 
ished, though thero are still thirteen 
left, I understand. 
Each pueblo has 
its saint, and on that saint’s day tho 
inhabitants give themselves over, as 
they do on the great holidays of tho 
church, to music, 
fireworks, cock- 
fighting, processions, etc. 


Almost all these processions took 
place at night, and the effect was most 
picturesque. 
There would bo a lino 
of marchers, men, women and chil­ 
dren, walking in single file on each 
side of tho street, 
everyone with a 
lighted caudle in his hand. 
At inter­ 
vals, in the middle of the road, would 
come images of the 
Saviour, 
the 
Virgin and tho saints, borne ou the 
skouldors of from ten to thirty men, 
surrounded by priests, and preceded 
by a band of music. 
Some of tho 
images were covered with diamonds 
and other precious stones, said to be 
enormously valuable. 
In these cases 
there was always a band of soldiers 
\vith fixed bayonets about the image. 
Often there would be thousands of 
people walking in these processions, 
and all the while it was moving tons 
of thousands of +rockets aud bombs 
would be fired. 
These rockets and 
bombs are home-made. 
Tho rockets 
consist only of a jo % t of bamboo 
filled with powder, exploding with 
great noise, but with little light. The 
bombs are simply a handful of powder 
tightly wrapped with hemp. 
They 
cost a mere trifle, but make a great 
noise, and no fiesta is complete with­ 
out plenty of them. 


The most curious procession is par­ 
ticipated in only by natives and the 
poorer mestizos. 
It takes place, if I 
remember rightly, during holy week, 
and is a high solemnity. 
Every one 
walking in the procession is robed in 
his grave clothes. 
The garment is 
a long, loose, gray robe with a hood, 
aud it comes to the ground. 
The 
effect is very strange. 
It may seem 
strange that grave clothes are pro­ 
vided before they are needed, but in 
Manila they are considered a prime 
necessity, 
and 
every native owns 
those clothes, even if he is bare of all 
other. 
The ordinary dress of the 
native man is trousers and shirt of 
“piece-goods” (calico), the shirt being 
worn outside the trousers. 
On holi­ 
days they wear a shirt made of pina, 
w’hich is an expensive material. 
Na­ 
tive servants wear the same articles, 
but they must be of spotless white and 
very suitable and nice looking it is. 
A curious freak of custom was that 
(native servants were required to serve 
E 


arefooted, while it w'as an insult if a 
hiñese servant appeared before his 
iperior without his shoes. 


An H isto ric Carriage. 


An historic carriage owned by the 
late Dr. Evans has been offered for 
sale at the Paris Tattersall establish­ 
ment, but it wras decided at the last 
moment to retain the vehicle as an 
item of the estate. 
In it the doctor 
left Paris with the Empress Eugene 
on Sept. 4, 1870, when he was assist­ 
ing her to reach England. 
It is in­ 
tended by the heirs of the noted den­ 
tist to transfer the carriage to the 
Evans 
Museum, 
which is to be 
founded in America under the clauses 
of the doctor’s will. 


The vehicle will be temporarily 
handed over to the care of the old 
coachman who drove the empress, her 
attendants and the doctor to the coast 
in 1870, w'lien she was about to em­ 
bark for England in Sir John Bur- 
goyne’s yacht. 
The vehicle is a lan­ 
dau with accommodations for four 
2)ersons, aud was built in 1867 for the 
Exhibition, 
About ten years since 
Dr. Evans had it recleaned and reem- 
belished, in order to make a journey 
to Greenville over the same ground 
as that traversed by him with the 
Empress in 1870. 
During that long 
drive he stopped at the same places 
en route as those 
selected on the 
Inemorable journey.—London Daily 
Telegraph.

One of the most fatal spots for Ar­ 
mada ships had been Sligo bay, Ire­ 
land. 
When Geoffrey Fenton w:ent 
to view the scene of disaster,he found 
Spanish guns sunk half a horseman’s 
stuff in the shifting sand, and “ num­ 
bered in one strand of less than five 
miles 
in length above 
1100 dead 
corpses of men which the sea had 
driven upon the shore;” and the 
country people told him “ the like was 
in other places, though not of like 
number.” 
Somewhat later, the lord 
deputy, on his way, as he expressed 
it, to despatch “ those rags” of the 
Spaniards wfhich still infected the 
country, 
saw w’ith

masses of wreckage scattered along 
a beach on the same coast—timber 
enough to build “ five of the greatest 
ships that ever I saw, besides mighty 
great boats, cables and other cordage, 
and some such masts for bigness and 
length as I never saw any two could 
make the like.” 
A copy of the sail­ 
ing directions given by Medina Si- 
donia, found perhaps in some cap­ 
tain’s sea-chest among the wreckage, 
fell into the lord deputy’s hands. 
A 
grim smile must have flitted over his 
face as he read the words: “ Take great 
heed lest you fall upon the Island of 
Ireland for fear of the harm that may 
happen unto you upon that coast.” 
An Armada relic still more touching 
than these instructions is part of a 
letter written off Dingle, Kerry, by a 
Spanish captain, begging the presi­ 
dent of Munster for friendly treat­ 
ment. 
Into a bundle of state papers 
which tell, in the language of the vic­ 
tors, the awful story of shipwreck and 
bloodshed on the Irish coast, this 
fragment, rusty and stained as if by 
salt water, has strayed like a wail 
from the vanquished,—Century Maga­ 
zine.

The conference proceeded to business 
of a preliminary character immediately 
after the temporary organization, the 
purpose being to obviate any unpleasant­ 
ness over the representation, Adams and 
Cumberland being understood to be op­ 
posed to allowing York six conferees in 
the meeting. 
Robert C, Bair tried to ad­ 
just the threatened disagreement through 
a resolution which he offered.

The committee retired aud deliberated 
for several minutes. They reported in 
favor of recognizing York’s six delegates. 
The report was put before the convention 
and sustained b}r a vote of 8 to 3. 
Two 
of the Adams county delegates voted with 
York and the three from Cumberland 
against giving York county its represen­ 
tation. 


The permanent organization wras then 
taken up. Dr. J. Snyder was made per­ 
manent chairman aud Mr. Cook and 
Himes permanent s*-» i claries. 


Robert J. Lewis 
then nominated 
as the congressional candidate by Dr. J. 
M. Bentz 
Mr. Lewis was chosen by ac­ 
clamation. 


The nominee was the Republican can­ 
didate for mayor of York two years ago 
and was defeated by lift3r-eight votes. 
He then instituted a contest, which is 
still pending in the courts. 
He is accept­ 
able to both the Quay and anti-Quay fac­ 
tions. 


The Adams County convention had in­ 
structed its conferees not to allow York 
County more than three conferees. The 
York conferees offered to give Cumber­ 
land or Adams the nomination if thev 
would sign an agreement to give York 
Couuty six conferees, but this offer was 
declined,

BAKED EVERY DAY.

of the ruther pretentious frame build- 
ing adjoining the railroad siding where 
a carload of flour is discharged daily 
to be made into bread for the army of 
over 
5U.OUO men 
congregated 
at 


Cliickamaugn Park causes a look of 
incredulity te flit over the face of the 
visitor at the thought of some 50,000 
loaves of bread being baked each 
twenty-four hours and delivered to 
the hungry troops. Yet such is the 
fact, and this one-story structure, 
which is worked both night and day, 
not only is making and baking 50,000 
loaves 'of bread a day, but under 
forced pressure can turn out 65,000 
and even 70,000 loaves a day. 


As the visitor enters the building 


proper from the open sheds in front, 
where thousands of fresh, light, hot 
and smoking loaves of bread are cool- 
ing upon the long, low tables about 
six inches from the board floor, a novel 
sight presents itself to his view as he 
is kept busy dodging the continuous 
stream of black and white bread 
boys rushing and tumbling out of the 
building from the ovens holding fast 
to large pans, each one containing 
twelve loaves of beautifully baked, 
appetizing bread. 


Once inside the first things he ob- 


serves are two large dough mixers at 
one end of the building, oue having a 
capacity of five barrels of flour and 
the other six at each mixing. At the 
smaller of the two a man is just 
emptying a bucketful of yeast weigh- 
ing eight pounds into the enormous 
jaws of the mixer, while behind him 
is a long line of men, each bearing a 
snowy white forty-eight pound sack 
of flour already opened and prepared 
to follow the yeast as soon as it has 
been thoroughly dissolved in the 
twenty-four buckets of water, which 
helps, with the aid of the giant steel 
kneaders, to make the five barrels of 
flour dough. 


From the larger mixer another force 


of men are removing the dough and 
half filling long, deep and narrow 
movable troughs 3x3x12 feet, slightly 
wider at the top than the bottom and 
thoroughly greased. 


Just beyond this the three knead- 


ers are working away, elbow deep, on 
several other troughs which have been 
standing a while and are in danger of 
overflowing from the seductive work- 
ing of the "self-raising yeast." 


Immediately behind the men thus 


engaged and covering the entire cen- 
tre of the building are the immense 
ovens, where all this bread is cooked, 
and as the firemen go along the line of 
furnaces, opening and shutting doors, 
raking the tires, , and letting out a 
flood of light and heat, everybody's 
attention, even that of the hands, is 
arrested for the moment. 
Right af- 


terward, with a warning shout to the 
people below, the bakers from the 
other end of the building commence 
shooting down a slightly inclined 
plane with lightning-like rapidity im- 
mense consignments of freshly baked 
"bread, which are quickly and rapidly 
caught on the fly, as it were, by the 
boys and carried out to cool in the 
sheds with the remaining twenty odd 
thousand loaves already there. 


Finally, in all corners of the build- 


ing wherever space will permit,bakers 
and helpers are busy weighing out, 
kneading and placing in pans well 
greased 
the 
automatically 
mixed 


dough, which is to go into the ovens 
and make the bread for which the 
commissary department has made a 
reputation for excellence. 


This vast establishment, covering ns 


it does nearly one-half an acre of 
ground, is divided into four sections 
in order to be more expeditiously 
operated. 
One hundred and twenty 


or more men are employed, divided 
into two shifts of twelve hours each, 
and of this number of men 72 are 
bakers, 24 helpers, eight watchmen. 12 
bread boys to carry bread and push 
around the dough troughs, three fire- 
men and engineers and two or three 
clerks, each individual an expert in 
his special line of work, and each one 
capable of doing the largest amount 
of'work allotted to him. 


In order to enable the bakers to do 


their work promptly and efficiently 
the night and day shifts of thirty-six 
men are divided into four sections of 
nine men each, who prepare the loaves 
for tbe ovens and carefully watch them 
until properly and satisfactorily baked. 
And not one of the lea^t interesting 
sights is where one of the bakers, with 
a light on the end of a pole fifteen 
feet long, sticks it into the oven to see 
and examine each pan of bread and 
find out whether or not it is sufficient- 
ly baked. 


Viewed in tbe evening the delirious 


odor of the freshly ba^ed bre.i 1 tick- 
ling tbe nostrils and arousing the ap- 
pelitr, the not altogether unmusical 
chanting awl crooning of the aiegroes 
as they rush about thi-ir work, the 
rapid cutting and shaping of the 
loaves of bread for the oven* from the 
hnge masses of dough by the bakers 
and the glow of the furnace fires 
tb<ongh which move the workmen, 


as flpectrttH, forui a scene not to 


bo easily forgotten. 


ADMIRAL DEWEV'S LIVER. 


A* it l:t*»ultof mi Operation Uu Has Only 


I':irt of One. 


There are a few officers of the navy 


who can recall when Hoar-Admiral 
(jeurge Pewey once before 
faced 


death and an occasion when th.°.t offi- 
cer didn't have half a chance; but it 
was an occasion that he didn't wish 
to have ni'ide public at the time nor 
for some time afterward. 
Perhaps 


some will be prompted, when they 
meet him after his return from the Phil- 
ippines to say to him, 
"Well, you 


had a liver!" But that is just what 
Admiral Georg3 Dewey hasn't, 
nor 


has he had one for several years. 
Now a good, whole liver is regarded 
as indispensable to keep a man going, 
but Dewey has shown to the world 
what he can do with only a part of a 
liver. 


It was when Dewey was a captain 


only that he underwent a terrible op- 
eration under an Italian surgeon's 
knife and hazarded a possible chance 
of life, and for a long time afterward 
he suffered intensely from the effects 
of the marvellous incision. He was 
commanding officer of the 
sloop-of- 


war Peusacola in the European squad- 
ron at the time, and he had become 
desperately ill from what mariners 
are frequently troubled with, a "tropic 
liver;" in other words, what is more 
commonly spoken of as a "baked 
liver," or tropical liver ailment,which 
is as much more severe than yellow 
jaundice as all tropical diseases are 
more virulent than the corresponding 
types in temperate zones. On two 
occasions Medical Director Hoehiing 
expressed alarm as to the result unless 
some relief was brought to hand. 


Filially, at Malta, a consultation -was 


held between Surgeon Hoehiing and 
his assistant and an Italian specialist 
of southern Italy, who belonged to 
the class that make themselves fami- 
liar with those troubles, because in 
the climate of the Mediterranean they 
are 
an indigenous product. 
The 


trouble was soon diagnosed, and it 
was suggested that the only relief 
was to remove that part of the liver 
that had become hardened. It was 
also recognized that the operation 
would be a hazardous one. When 
spoke* to about it Captain Dewey 
asked what was the chance of making 
the operation successful. The Italian 
expert responded: "There's only one 
chance in ten of your living through 
it." 
To this the officer replied that 


he would take that chance and for 
the surgeons to go to work as soon 
as they wished. The patient was put 
under the influence of anresthetics,his 
stomach was cut into and the diseased 
end of the liver drawn out and in- 
spected and then cut off. 
The re- 


maining part was treated to prevent 
hemorrhage and then put back in 
place, and the lips made by the sur- 
geon's knife were sewed up. 
The re- 


covery .was a slow process, but it was 
a successful operation, and he is as 
able to do duty today as if no opera- 
tion had ever been necessary. 
Bat 


his most intimate acquaintances say 
that the operation worked a change in 
bis temperament.—Xew York Tribune. 


The Age of Marvels. 


We have witnessed the accomplish- 


ment of many apparent "miracles" in 
recent years, such as the freezing of 
mercury into a solid bar when poured 
into a white hot crucible, by means of 
liquid air;the making of light without 
heat by means of electric vibrations in 
vacuum tubes; looking through solid 
bodies by means of the Roentgen rays; 
studying the beating heart of a living 
person, and seeing his skeleton through 
the fleshy tissue and even through the 
garments; telegraphing without wires; 
transmitting autographs and likenesses 
by telegraph; diving beneath the waves 
in a submarine boat; analyzing the 
sun and stars by the spectroscope: 
measuring the heat of the moon and 
stars by the bolometer; operating rail- 
way trains and street cars with the 
electric force; moving carriages and 
horses by the storage battery; imitat- 
ing the flight of birds by means oi 
the aeroplane,and many other equally 
marvelous achievements.

also knows, or ought to know, that he 
was promoted by President McKiuley 
from "brigadier to major-general in re- 
cognition of his superb charge at El 
Cauey. In the far west, where Law- 
ton has served most of his life, they 
say there is not his equal in the army. 
His record is the 
pride of every 


regular, from major-general down to 
private. 


General Lawtoa is the ideal soldier, 


stern, grim, unbending. 
He is Scott's 


Norman baron, Front de Boef in the 
flesh, though, of course, with better 
morals. He is a primal man, if gigan- 
tic size, phenomenal strength, abnor- 
mal endurance and utter fearlessness 
count for anything. 
Lilie all such 


men who have lived a strong life he 
has a well-developed sense of justice. 
He is not gentle, but he can be kind. 
He requires of his subordinates the 
utmost endeavor; but he asks none of 
them to perform what he is not able 
and willing to do 
himself. 
The 


epitaph of a 
famous 
confederate 


cavalry leader will do for Lawton: 
"He never told his men to go on."

Lawtou is an Indian fighter, the

Electrlcity in Modern Warfare. 


The electric telegraph wires over 


the land, and the cables under the 
sea, in times of war become of untold 
value 
in 
the quick transmission 


of despatches 
to 
and from 
the 


forces 
iu 
the 
field. 
Distance 


is 
annihilated, 
important 
move- 


ments are executed with less delay, 
and a war is itself shortened. 


In addition to this application, 


electricity is now put to many other 
important uses in the conduct of war. 
Moreover, new applications are con- 
stantly being found for its varied 
capabilities. 


A modern mine field for coast or 


harbor defence is an electric adaptation 
akin to electric blasting, in which 
suitable fuses are arranged to be fired 
by a battery current sent at will from 
some control station by the simple 
closing of the circuit. 


Heavy charges of high explosives, 


called mines, are so distributed and 
connected by cables to control stations 
that it is difficult to imagine a hostile 
ship or fleet traversing a well-organ- 
ized mine field without destruction or 
most serious damage. 


Another terrible engine of destruc-

A Wind-Built Dyke of Sand. 


An interesting illustration of natural 


engineering is the well-known heavy 
dyke on the Holland coast, which was 
built by tbe winds themselves. 
The 


sand formed between tbe jetties be- 
coming dry in sunny weather, and 
the surface blown ashore on tbe wind 
blowing in that direction, it was de- 
sired to build a strong dyke to con- 
nect with the sand dunes, and this 
was accomplished by setting in the 
sand, in rows about one foot apart, 
tufts of dune sea grass near by. 
The 


tufts thus placed, consisting simply of 
little handfuls of grass, were put,each 
one, into a cavity dug out with the 
bands, the tuft being set into this and 
the sand pressed around. 


The whole surface of the dry, sandy 


beach above high tide was covered 
with this plantation, and just back of 
it, at the highest point of tbe existing 
sandy area, one or two rows of reeds 
were set in the sand, their tops cut o2 
and tbe stalks left standing about four 
feet above the sand—the latter, drift- 
ing along over the surface, catching 
and in oue day almost burying the 
tufts of grass and standing up one 
foot along tbe row of reeds; then an- 
other plantation being made, and an- 
other, a massive dyke was thus built 
up to the height of tbe adjoining dyke. 
In high storm tides the waves eat into 
the toe of tbe slope and pull down the 
?aud, but by tbe same process of 
building the dyke is again restored to 
its former size.—Invention.

F ull—Work (Iocs on tlin Whole Twoiity- 
I'our Hours—a im on Duty Twelve Hours 
A glnnoo bostowecl upon tho outside 
of the rather pretentious frame build­ 
ing adjoining the railroad siding where 
a carload of flour is discharged daily 
to be made into bread for the army of 
over 
50,000 
men 
congregated 
at 
Chickamauga Park causes a look of 
incredulity te flit over the face of tlio 
visitor at the thought of some 50,000 
loaves 
of 
broad being baked each 
twenty-four hours and delivered to 
the hungry troojis. 
Yet such is the 
fact, 
and this one-s'tory structure, 
which is worked both night and day, 
not only is making and baking 50,000 
loaves of bread a day, but under 
forced pressure can turn out 65,000 
and even 70,000 loaves a day. 


As the visitor enters the building 
proper from the open sheds in front, 
where thousands of fresh, light, hot 
and smoking loaves of bread are cool­ 
ing upon the long, low tables about 
six inches from the board floor, a novel 
sight presents itself to his view as he 
is kept busy dodging the continuous 
stream of black and 
white bread 
boys rushing and tumbling out of the 
building from the ovens holding fa3t 
to large pans, each one containing 
twelve loaves of beautifully baked, 
appetizing bread. 


Once inside the first things lie ob­ 
serves are two large dough mixers at 
one end of the building, one having a 
capacity of five barrels of flour and 
the other six at each mixing. 
At the 
smaller of the two a man is just 
emptying a bucketful of yeast weigh­ 
ing eight pounds into the enormous 
jaws of the mixer, while behind him 
is a long line of men, each bearing a 
snowy white forty-eight pound sack 
of flour already opened and prepared 
to follow the yeast as soon as it has 
been thoroughly dissolved 
in the 
twenty-four buckets of water, which 
helps, with the aid of the giant steel 
kneaders, to make the five barrels of 
flour dough. 


From the larger mixer another force 
of men are removing the dough and 
half filling long, 
deep and narrow 
movable troughs 3x3x12 feet, slightly 
wider at the top than the bottom and 
thoroughly greased. 


Just bevond this the three knead- 
ers are working away, elbow deep, on 
several other troughs which have been 
standing a while and are in danger of 
overflowing from the seductive work­ 
ing of the “self-raising yeast. ” 


Immediately behind the men thus 
engaged and covering the entire cen­ 
tre of the building are the immense 
ovens, where all this bread is cooked, 
and as the firemen go along the line of 
furnaces, opening and shutting doors, 
raking the fires, t and letting out a 
flood of light and heat, everybody's 
attention, even that of the hands, is 
arrested for the moment. 
Eight af­ 
terward, w.ith a warning shout to the 
people below, the bakers from the 
other end of the building commence 
shooting down a slightly inclined 
plane with lightning-like rapidity im­ 
mense consignments of freshly baked 
'bread, which are quickly and rapidly 
•caught on the fly, as it wore, by the 
boys and carried out to cool in the 
¿lieds with the remaining twenty odd 
thousand loaves already there. 


Finally, in all corners of the build­ 
ing wherever space will permit, bakers 
and helpers are busy weighing out, 
kneading and placing in pans well 
greased 
the 
automatically 
mixed 
dough, which is to go into the ovens 
and make the bread for which the 
commissary department has made a 
reputation for excellence. 


This vast establishment, covering as 
it does nearly 
one-half an acre of 
ground, is divided into four sections 
in order to be more expeditiously 
operated. 
One hundred and twenty 
or more men are employed, divided 
into two shifts of twelve hours each, 
and of this number of men 72 are 
bakers, 21 helpers, eight watchmen, 12 
bread boys to carry bread and push 
around the dough troughs, three fire­ 
men and engineers and two or three 
clerk8, each individual an expert in 
his special line of work, and each one 
capable of doing the largest amount 
of work allotted to him. 


In order to enable the bakers to do 
their work promptly and eiliciently 
the night and day shifts of thirty-six 
men are divided into four sections of 
nine men each, who prepare the loaves 
for the ovens and carefully watch them 
until properly and satisfactorily baked. 
And not one of the least interesting 
sights is where one of the bakers, with 
a light on the end of a pole fifteen 
feet long, sticks it into tlio oven to see 
and examine each pan of bread and 
find out whether or not it is sufficient­ 
ly baked. 


Viewed in the evening the delicious 
odor of the freshly baked breai tick­

There are a few officers of the navy 
who can recall when Rear-Admiral 
G cargo 
Pewey onco 
before 
faced 
death and an occasion when that ofli- 
cer didn’t have half a chance; but it 
was an occasion that he didn’t wish 
to have mado public at the time nor 
for some time afterward. 
Perhaps 
some will be prompted, when they 
meet him after his return from the Phil­ 
ippines to say to him, 
“ Well, you 
had a liverl” 
But that is just what 
Admiral Georgs Dewey hasn’t, 
nor 
has he had one for several years. 
Now a good, whole liver is regarded 
as indispensable to keep a man going, 
but Dewey has shown to the world 
what he can do with only a part of a 
liver. 


It was when Dewey was a captain 
only that he underwent a terrible op­ 
eration under an Italian surgeon’s 
knife and hazarded a possible chanco 
of life, and for a long time afterward 
he suffered intensely from the effects 
of the marvellous incision. 
He was 
commanding officer of the sloop-of- 
war Pensacola in the European squad 
ron at the time, aud he had become 
desperately ill from what mariners 
are frequently troubled with, a “ tropio 
liver;” in other words, what is more 
commonly spoken of as a “ baked 
liver,” or tropical liver ailment,which 
is as much more severe than yellow' 
jaundice as all tropical diseases are 
more virulent than the corresponding 
types in temperate zones. 
On two 
occasions Medical Director Hoehling 
expressed alarm as to the result unless 
some relief was brought to hand. 


Finally, at Malta, a consultation was 
held between Surgeon Hoehling and 
his assistant and an Italian specialist 
of southern Italy, who belonged to 
the class that make themselves fami­ 
liar with those troubles,

product. 
The 
trouble was soon diagnosed, and it 
was suggested that the only relief 
was to remove that part of the liver 
that had become hardened.

The Italian 
ex]:>ert responded:

To this the officer replied that 
he would take that chance and for 
the surgeons to go to work as soon 
as they wished. 
The patient was put 
under the influence of anesthetics,his 
stomach was cut into and the diseased 
end of the liver drawn out and in­ 
spected and then cut off. 
The re­ 
maining part was treated to prevent 
hemorrhage and then put back in 
place, and the lips made by the sur­ 
geon’s knife were sewed up. 
The re­ 
covery .was a slow process, but it was 
a successful operation, 
and he is as 
able to do duty today as if no opera­ 
tion had ever been necessary.

Henry 
W. 
Lawton, AVlio Was In tho 
Thickest of tho Fight* 


The papers have crowded their col­ 
umns with biographies and anecdotes 
of Miles, Shatter, Wheeler, Roosevelt 
and others more or less prominent 
who played a spectacular part in the 
siege of Sautiago. The name of Henry 
W. Lawton, major-general of volun­ 
teers, has seldom appeared, save in 
the official dispatches from the front, 
iu all of which he was mentioned for 
conspicuous gallantry. 
The public 
knows little of Lawton, except that 
he led the desperate assault on El 
Caney and was in the thickest of 
tho 
lights around Santiago. 
The public 
also knows, or ought to know, that he 
was promoted by President McKinley 
from brigadier to major-general in re­ 
cognition of his sujoerb charge at El 
Caney. 
In the far west, where Law­ 
ton has served most of his life, they 
say there is not his equal in the army. 
His record is the 
pride of every 
regular, from major-general down to 
private. 


General Lawton is the ideal soldier, 
stern,grim, unbending. 
He is Scott’s 
Norman baron, Front de Boef in the 
flesh, though, of course, with better 
morals. He is a primal man, if gigan­ 
tic size, phenomenal strength, abnor­ 
mal endurance and utter fearlessness 
count for anything. 
Like all such 
men who have lived a stroug life he 
has a well-developed sense of justice. 
He is not gentle, but he can be kind.

The whole surface of the dry, sandy 
beach above high tide was covered 
with this plantation, and just back of 
it, at the highest point of the existing 
sandy area, one or two rows of reeds 
were set in the sand, their tops cut oil 
and the stalks left standing about four 
feot above the sand—the latter, drift­ 
ing along over tho surface, 
catching 
and in one day almost burying the 
tufts of grass and standing up one 
foot along the row of reeds; then an­ 
other plantation being made, and an­ 
other, a massive dyke was thus built 
up to the height of theadjoiningdyke. 
In high storm tides the waves eat into 
the toe of the slope and pull down the 
fand, but by the same process of 
building tho dyke is again restored to 
its former size.—Invention,

It Is a wonderfully hard 
wood, durable and strong, and once 
seasoned does not split, crack, warp, 
shrink, or alter in shape.

portions of Burmah there is teak 2,000 
years old. 
It weighs 40 pounds per 
cubic foot. 
Teak is used in India for 
construction, bridge-making, sleepers 
and furniture. It is exported to Europe

for metal dishes, always hang over the 
sink in her kitchen and are in daily 
use.

the ease with which they are kept 
clean, a moment's holding under the 
running faucet washing away every 
scrap which may cling to them, and 
an occasional dipping in hot water, to 
which a little washing soda has been 
added, keeping them sweet. 


Washing White Clothes. 


Every housekeeper who does her 


own washing, likes to have her white 
clothes clear and spotless when she 
takes them from the line. Plenty of 
water is necessary, and, of course, 
soft water is preferred. 
When you 


wash with well water, soften it by 
dissolving a little powdered borax in 
it, a ad it will be as nice as rain wa- 
ter. 


Prepare a good hot suds and put it 


in thetnb,tbeu put the whitest clothes 
in, and cover the tub so that the heat 
and'steam may be kept in. An old 
quilt or blanket folded twice, so that 
there are four thicknesses, will do for 
a cover. Allow the clothes to soak an 
hour, and the time may be used to 
clear the table and put the house in 
order. 
They can then be washed 


easily. 
"When they are taken from 


this water, put them in the boil- 
er, 
and allow them to scald 
in

containing 
a 
heaping tea- 


spoonful of boxax to every bucketful, 
and enough soap to make a good 
lather. While the first lot of clothes 
is boiling, the second may be washed. 
When they are taken from the boiler, 
acid cold water to make them cool 
enough to handle; wash, them out and 
rinse through two waters, adding a 
little bluing to the second. White 
flannel should be washed in two hot 
suds, and rinsed in water of the same 
temperature as that in which they 
were washed.—New York Observer.

WashiMston, Sept. 2S.—General Fran- 
cis V. Greene, who was made a major 
general of voluntoers for distinguished 
service in the Invasion of the Philip- 
pines, accompanied 
by his 
personal 
staff and the delegates from the Phil- 
ippine Insurgents, arrived here yester- 
day afternoon from Chicago and went 
to the Arlington hotel. 
The two Fili- 
pinos are Felipe Asoncillo and 
Jose 
Lopez. 
They are the personal repre- 
sentativos of Aguinaldo, and are on 
their way to Paris to secure 
repre- 
sentation 
on 
the 
Spanish-American 
peace commission, with a view to the 
recognition of* the Insurcent 
govern- 
ment in the Philippines. 


General Greene and staff called at the 
adjutant general's office and were es- 
corted to the White House by General 
Corbin. 
The Philippines delegates are 
desirous of conferring with the presi- 
dent, and the question of their recep- 
tion was under consideration at 
the 
state department yesterday afternoon. 
There is .no dou1)t that the president 
will grant them an audience In their 
personal capacity. They will, however, 
avoid any action that would lend to 
commit this government 
to the 
re- 
cognition of the insurgent government 
pending the conclusion of peace con- 
ditions with Spain. 


Speaking of the conditions in 
the 
Philippines, Mr. Lopez said the Phil- 
' ippine congress was now conducting 
the business of that portion of 
the 
country under Philippine 
rule 
with 
singular 
ability 
and 
success. 
The 
meetings had begun since the departure 
of the delegates, yet they were familiar 
with the character of those conducting 
the congress. 
They were, he said, men 
of intelligence and abilliy, 
most 
of 
them having received their education 
In Europe. 
Their councils were har- 
monious and were conducted M'ith all 
the requirements 
of 
modern 
parlia- 
mentary usage. 
The presiding officer, 
Mr. Lopez said, was that conspicuous 
figure 
In the struggles of the Philip- 
pines, Paterno, a man whose ability 
had been recognized by Spain by con- 
ferring on him an order of knighthood 
and the Grand Cross of the Order of 
Elizabeth. 


Paterno was educated In Europe and 
spent 20 years In travel and observation 
at the leading capitals. Mr. Lopez said 
that Paterno and many others of like 
education and refinement 
did 
away 
with the prevalent idea that the Fil- 
ipino congress was a crude and semi- 
barbarous gathering of natives. 
He 
says the country at large is enjoying 
a most peaceful and prosperous period, 
now that Spanish rule is at an end, 
and native ofíicials are directing the 
local affairs. 
These ofHcials, he 
de- 
clares, are showing much aptitude for 
municipal government, and they also 
have the advantage of holding the con- 
fidence of the people. 


When Mr. Lopez was asked as to the 
reports that the Filipinos were solicit- 
ing help from Eviropean governments 
he declared that such reports were ut- 
terly unfounded and unjust. They were 
acting in the most perfect good faith 
with the American authorities. 
As an 
evidence of ihis he cited that fact that 
the German consular office on the isl- 
and had requested a conference with 
Aguinaldo, but that leader had refused 
to grant the conference. 


Mr. Lopez also characterized as un- 
warranted 
the stories that 
Germany 
was secretly equipping the Philippine 
Insurgents in order to bring about in- 
ternationl dissensions and 
embarras.-i 
American control.

Of the 745,000 Population, Only 820,-

Havana, 
Sept. 
28.—The 
transport 
Resolute arrived here from Key West 
yesterday. General W^ade and his staff 
and Charles W^ Gould, special repre- 
sentative of the department of justice 
on the American commission, 
came 
ashore as soon as the steamer arrived 
and proceeded to the Trocha hotel at 
Vedado. 


TJie latest estimate places the native 
population of the island at 745.000, of 
which only 320,OoO are whites. Consid- 
ering the area of the island immigra- 
tion, therefore, will be the principal 
feature of the new order of develop- 
ment in the country.

This com- 
mittee recommends men whom itsmem- 
bers think would be efiiclent In the 
various offices to be filled. The choice 
of men by the committee must 
be 
unanimous and must be made over the 
signature of the entire 50 members. 
General Wood finds that the plan works 
admirably. Lieutenant Blount has been 
appointed to codify the Cuban laws. 


The Cubans earnestly request General 
Wood to send to Mani:anUlo food and 
clothing. 
They declare there is much 
suffering there, but private advices re- 
ceived by General Wood deny abso- 
lutely the stories of destitution and de- 
clare that work is obtainable, but that 
the Cubans will not work, and he has 
therefore refused to send the supplies 
asked for. 


Senor 
Rigney, one of 
the 
largest 
sugar planters in Cuba, who has ar- 
rived here from Manzanillo reports the 
conditions there worse than ever. The 
insurgents, he asserts, refuse to grant 
permission for the carrying on of work 
on the plantations, and the 
Spanish 
officials decline to furnish protection to 
those desiring to work. 


William Stakeman, before the war 
American 
consul at 
Manzanillo, 
ar- 
rived here yesterday and paid a visit 
to General W^ood. He recounted many 
lawless acts on the part of the insur- 
gents, who, he declares, demand tribute 
from every one, terrorize pek^eful peo- 
ple and threaten the confiscation of the 
13roperty of merchants and 
planters.

Flora, Ind., Sept. 28.—Between 2 and 
3 o'clock in the morning the safe of the 
Farmers bank was blown open by rob- 
bers, who secured close to $12,000 and 
made good their escape. 
Cashier Wil- 
liam Lenon, who was aroused by thf 
noise of the explosion and 
appeared 
on the scene while the robbers were 
still at work, was shot, but will prob- 
ably recover. 
A posse of citizens fol- 
lowed the gang of robbers some dis- 
tance, but they got away on a handcai*. 
There were two terrific explosions, and 
the bank building was almost wrecked.

The wells in parts of Arizona have 
recently become producers of hot water 
and apprehension is felt by many of 
the residents of the region affected that 
they are about to become participants 
In a grand volcanic drama. 
In some of 
:he wells the temperature of the water 
rose twenty degrees in a single night, 
[n a few the phenomenon disappeared 
soon after Us appearance. 
In a major- 
ity of cases, however, tho wells fairly 
iteam from their newly acquired heat. 
The first known of this curious state of 
affairs was a report thfit the wells at 
Maricopa, on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, thirty miles south of Phoenix, 
had suddenly become hot. 
It was four 
daya thereafter that the phenomenon 
first was noticed a dozen miles west of 
that city. 
A test at one .well shov/ed 
a temperature of nearly 100 degrees. 
No difference is noted In wells in the 
immediate vicinity of Phoenix. 
The 
line of subterranean heat wave follows 
the general 
direction 
of the 
Sierra 
Estrella mountains, a volcanic chain 
lying immediately &outh of the Gila 
river. 
Thence it appears to continue 
on In the direction of 
the 
Harqua 
Hala mountains, near which 
are 
a 
number of largo and modern volcanic 
cones and hills of drifted volcanic ash. 
Further to the east the lava flows are 
EO geologically modern as to have over- 
whelmed in a number of places the clifi 
iwellings of the ancients.

HOLIDAYS IN MANILA, 


At Ono Tiino Thore M>ro Over Forty in 


Kvory Year. 


"Life in Manila," is tho subject of 
BU article by Wallace Cumming in the 
Century. 
Mr. Cumming says; 


Manila loves holidays. 
At ono timo 
there Avore over forty in each 
year, 
Tho number has 
boon sadly dimin- 
ished, though there are still thirteen 
loft, I understand. 
Each pueblo has 
its saint, and on that snint's day tho 
inhabitants iiivo themselves over, as 
they do on tho great holidays of the 
church, 
to music, 
fireworks, 
cock- 
fighting, 
processions, etc. 


Almost all these processions took 
place at night, and the eiTect was most 
picturesque. 
There would bo a lino 
of marchers, 
men, 
women and chil- 
drou, walking 
in single iile on each 
side of tho street, 
everyone 
with a 
lighted caudle in his hand. 
At inter- 
vals, in the middle of the road, would 
come images 
of 
the 
Saviour, 
the 
Virgin and tho saints, borne on tho 
skouldors of from ten to thirty men, 
surrounded by priests, 
and preceded 
by a band of music. 
Some of 
tho 
images were covered with diamonds 
and other precious stones, said to be 
enormously valuable. 
In these cases 
there was always 
a band of soldiers 
\vith fixed bayonets 
about the image. 
Often there would 
be 
thousands of 
people walking in these processions, 
and all the while 
it Avas moving tcno 
of thousands 
of "rockets 
and bombs 
would be 
fired. 
These rockets and 
bombs are home-made. 
Tho rockets 
consist only 
of a jo%t of bamboo 
filled with 
powder, 
exploding 
with 
great noise, but with little light. Tho 
bombs are simply a handful of powder 
tightly wrapped 
with 
hemp. 
They 
cost a mere trifle, but make a great 
noise, and no fiesta is complete with- 
out plenty of them. 


The most curious procession is par- 
ticipated in only 
by natives 
and the 
poorer mestizos. 
It takes place, if I 
remember rightly, 
during holy week, 
and is a high solemnity. 
Every one 
walking in the procession is robed in 
his grave clothes. 
The garment is 
a long, loose, gray robe with a hood, 
aud it comes to the 
ground. 
The 
effect is very strange. 
It may seem 
strange 
that 
grave 
clothes are pro- 
vided before they are needed, 
but in 
Manila they 
are considered a prime 
necessity, 
and 
every native 
owns 
those clothes, even if he is bare of all 
other. 
The 
ordinary 
dress of 
the 
native man 
is trousers and shirt of 
"piece-goods" (calico), the shirt boiug 
worn outside the trousers. 
On holi- 
days they wear a shirt made of pina, 
which is an expensive material. 
Na- 
tive servants wear the same articles, 
but they must be of spotless white and 
very suitable 
and 
nice looking it is. 
A curious freak of custom was that 
[native servants were required to serve 
i 


)arefootod, while it was an insult if a 
Jhinese servant 
appeared before his 
ui:>erior without his shoes. 


An Historic Carriaije. 


Au historic carriage owned by the 
late Dr. Evans has been ofiered for 
Bale at the Paris Tattersall establish- 
ment, but it was decided at the last 
moment to retain the vehicle as an 
item of the estate. 
In it tho doctor 
left Paris with the Empress 
Eugene 
on Sept. 4, IbTO, when he was assist- 
ing her to reach England. 
It is in- 
tended by the heirs of the noted den- 
tist to transfer the carriage to the 
Evans 
Museum, 
which is to 
be 
founded in America under tho clauses 
of tho doctor's M'ill. 


Tho vehicle will be 
temporarily 
handed over to tho care of the old 
coachman who drove the empress, her 
attendants and the doctor to the coast 
in 1B70, when she M^as about to em- 
bark for England in Sir John Bur- 
goyne's yacht. 
The vehicle is a lan- 
dau with accommodations 
for 
four 
persons, aud was built in 1867 for the 
Exhibition, 
About ten years since 
Dr. Evans had it recleaued and ]'eeni- 
belished, in order to make a journey 
to Greenville over the same ground 
as that traversed by him with tho 
Empress in 1870. 
During that long 
drive he stopped at the same places 
en route 
as those 
selected on tho 
inemorable journej'.—Loudon 
Daily 
Telegraph.

Somewhat later, the lord 
deputy, on his way, as he expressed 
it, to'despatch 
"those rags" of the 
Spaniards 
M'hich still 
infected 
the 
country, 
saw with 
amazement 
the 
masses of wreckage scattered along 
a beach on the same coast—timber 
enough to build "five of the greatest 
ships that ever I saw, besides mighty 
great boats, cables and other cordage, 
aud some such masts for bigness and 
length as I never saw any two could 
make the like." 
A copy of the sail- 
ing directions given by Medina Si- 
donia, found i)erhaps in some cap- 
tain's sea-chest among the wreckage, 
fell into tho lord deputy's hands. 
A 
grim smile must have flitted over his 
face as he read the words: "Take great 
heed lest you fall upon the Island of 
Ireland for fear of the harm that may 
happen unto you upon that coast." 
An Armada relic still more touching 
than these instructions is part of a 
letter written ol? Dingle, Kerry, by a 
Spanish captain, begging the presi- 
dent of Munster for friendly treat- 
ment, 
Into a bundle of state papers 
which tell, in tho language of the vic- 
tors, the awful story of shipwreck and 
bloodshed 
on the 
Irish coast, this 
fragment, rusty and stained as if by 
salt water, has strayed like a wail 
from the vanquished.—Century Maga- 
zine.

Yet such is 
the 
fact, 
and 
this 
one-slory structure, 
Avhich is -worked both night and day, 
not only is making and baking 50,000 
loaves of 
bread a day, but 
under 
forced pressure can turn out 65,000 
and even 70,000 loaves a day. 


As the visitor enters the building 
proper from the open sheds in front, 
where thousands of fresh, light, 
hot 
and smoking loaves of bread are cool- 
ing upon the long, low tables about 
six inches from the board floor,a novel 
sight iM'esonts itself to his view as he 
is kept busy dodging the continuous 
stream 
of 
black 
and 
-white 
bread 
boys rushing and tumbling out of the 
building from the ovens holding^ fast 
to large 
pans, each one containing 
twelve loaves of 
beautifully baked, 
appetizing bread. 


Once inside the first things he ob- 
serves are two large dough mixers at 
one end of the building, one having a 
capacity of five barrels of flour and 
the other six at each mixing. 
At the 
smaller of 
the two a man is 
just 
emptying a bucketful of yeast -weigh- 
ing eight pounds into the enorm »us 
jaws of the mixer, -while behind 
him 
is a long line of men, each bearing a 
snowy white forty-eight pound sack 
of flour already opened and jn-epared 
to follow the yeast as soon as it has 
been 
thoroughly 
dissolved 
in 
the 
tAventy-four buckets of water, -vv'hich 
helps, with the aid of the giant steel 
kneaders, tomake the five barrels of 
flour dough. 


From the larger mixer another force 
of men are removing the dough 
and 
half 
filling 
long, 
deep 
and narrow 
movable troughs 3x3x12 feet, slightly 
wider at the top than the bottom and 
thoroughly greased. 


Just bevond this the three 
knead- 
ers are working away, elbow deep, on 
several other troughs which have been 
standing a -^vhile and are in danger of 
overflowing from the seductive work- 
ing of the '*self-raising yeast,*' 


Immediately behind the men 
thus 
engaged and covering the entire cen- 
tre of the building are the immense 
ovens, where all this bread is cooked, 
and as the firemen go along the line of 
furnaces, opening and shutting doors, 
raking the fires, , and letting out a 
fiood of light and heat, 
everybody's 
attention, even that of the hands, is 
arrested for the moment. 
Eight af- 
terward, M'.ith a warning shout to the 
people below, the bakers from the 
other end of the building 
commence 
shooting 
down 
a slightly 
inclined 
plane with ligbtning-like rapidity im- 
mense consignments of freshly baked 
"bread, which are quickly and rapidly 
•caught on the fly, as it wore, by the 
boys and carried out to cool in the 
¿heds with the remaining twenty odd 
thousand loaves already there. 


Finally, in all corners of the build- 
ing wherever 3])ace will permit, bakers 
and helpers are busy weighing out, 
kneading and placing in pans 
well 
greased 
the 
automatically 
mixed 
dough, which is to go into the ovens 
and make the bread for which the 
commissarj^ department has made a 
reputation for excellence. 


This vast establishment, covering as 
it does nearly 
one-half 
an acre of 
ground, is divided into four sections 
in order 
to 
be 
more 
expeditiously 
operated. 
One hundred and twenty 
or more men are employed, 
divided 
into two shifts of twelve hours each, 
and of this number of men 72 are 
bakers, 
helpers, eight watchmen, 12 
bread boys to carry bread and push 
around the dough troughs, throe fire- 
men and engineers and two or three 
clerks, each individual an expert in 
his special line of work, and each one 
capable of doing the largest amount 
of*work allotted to him, 


In order to enable the bakers to do 
their work promptly and efiiciently 
the night and day shifts of thirty-six 
men are divided into four sections of 
nine men each, who pre])are the loaves 
for the ovens and carefully watch them 
until properly and satisfactorily baked. 
And not one of the least 
interesting 
sights is where one of the bakers, with 
a light on the end of a i^ole 
fifteen 
feet long, sticks it into the oven to see 
and examine each pan of bread 
and 
find out whether or not it is suilicient- 
ly baked. 


Viewed in the evening the delicious 
odor of the freshly bailed breai tick- 
ling the nostrils and arousing the ap- 
2:)etite, the not altogether 
unmusical 
chanting and crooning of the negroes 
as they rush about their work, the 
rapid 
cutting 
and 
shainng 
of 
the 
loaves of bread for the ovens from the 
Luge masses of dough by the bakers 
and 
the 
glow 
of the 
furnace 
tires 
th/ough 
which 
move the workmen, 


silent as spectrest fornx a scene not to 
be easily forgotten,

There are a few oificors of the navy 
who can recall 
when 
Rear-Admiral 
G cargo 
P e w e y 
once 
before 
faced 
death and an occasion 
-when that ofli- 
cer didn't have half a chance; but^ it 
wan an occasion 
that he didn't wish 
to have made public at the time nor 
for some 
time 
afterward. 
Perhaps 
some will be prompted, when 
they 
meet him after his return from the Phil- 
ippines to say to him, 
"Well, you 
had a liverl" 
But that is just what 
Admiral Georga Dewey hasn't, 
nor 
has he 
had one 
for several 
years. 
Now a good, whole liver is regarded 
as indispensable to keep a man going, 
but Dewey has 
shown 
to 
the world 
what he can do with only a part of a 
liver. 


It was when Dewey was a captain 
only that he underwent a terrible op- 
eration 
under 
an Italian 
surgeon's 
knife and hazarded a possible chanco 
of life, and for a long time afterward 
he sufTered intensely from the effects 
of the marvellous incision. 
He was 
commanding oflicer of 
the 
sloop-of- 
war Pensacola in the European squad- 
ron at the time, and 
he 
had become 
desperately ill 
from 
what mariners 
are frequently troubled with, a *'tropic 
liver;*' in other words, what is more 
commonly 
spoken 
of 
as 
a '*baked 
liver," or tropical liver ailment,which 
is as much more 
severe than yellow 
jauudice as 
all 
tropical diseases are 
more virulent than the corresponding 
types in temperate 
zones. 
On two 
occo-sions Medical Director Hoehliug 
expressed alarm as to the result unless 
some relief was brought to hand. 


Pinally, at Malta,a consultation was 
held between 
burgeon Hoehling and 
his assistant and an Italian 
siDecialist 
of southern Italy, 
M'ho belonged to 
the class that make themselves 
fami- 
liar Avith those 
troubles, 
because in 
the climate of the Mediterranean they 
are 
an 
indigenous 
in-oduct. 
The 
trouble was soon 
diagnosed, 
and it 
was suggested that 
the 
only relief 
was to remove that 
part of 
the liver 
that had become 
hardened. 
It was 
also recognized that 
the 
operation 
would 
be a hazardous 
one. 
When 
spoken to 
about 
it 
Captain Dewey 
asked what was the chance of making 
the operation successfuL 
The Italian 
expert responded: 
'There's only one 
chance in ten of your living through 
it." 
To this the 
officer replied that 
he would take that chance and for 
the surgeons to go to work as soon 
as the}"* wished. 
The patient was put 
under the influence of annpsthetic3,his 
stomach was cut into and the diseased 
end of 
the 
liver drawn out and 
in- 
si3ected and 
then cut 
off. 
The 
re- 
maining part was 
treated to prevent 
hemorrhage and 
then 
put 
back in 
place, and the 
lips made by the sur- 
geon's knife were sewed up. 
The re- 
covery .was a slow process, but it was 
a successful operation, 
and he is as 
able to do duty today as if 
no opera- 
tion had ever 
been 
necessary. 
But 
his most 
intimate acquaintances say 
that the operation worked a change in 
his temperament.—New York Tribune,

The papers have crowded their col- 
umns with biographies and anecdotes 
of Miles, Hhafter, Wheeler, Roosevelt

siege of'Sautiago. The name of Henry 
W. Lawton, major-general of 
volun- 
teers, has seldom appeared, save in 
the oilicial dispatches fronx the front, 
iu all of which he was mentioned for 
conspicuous gallantry. 
The public 
knows little of 
Lawton, 
except that 
he led the desperate 
assault 
on 
El 
Caney and was in the thickest of 
tbo 
flghts around Santiago. 
The public 
also knows, or otight to know, that he 
was promoted by President McKinley 
from "brigadier to major-general in re- 
cognition of his superb charge at El 
Caney. 
In the far west, where Law- 
ton has served most of his life, thoy 
say there is not his equal in the army. 
His 
record is 
the 
pride 
of 
every 
regular, from major-general down 
to 
private. 


General Lawton is the ideal soldier, 
stern, grim, unbending. 
He is Scott's 
Norman baron. Front de Boef in the 
flesh, though, of 
course, with better 
morals. He is a primal man, if gigan- 
tic size, phenomenal strength, abnor- 
mal endurance and utter fearlessness 
count for anything, 
Lilie 
all such 
men who have lived a strong 
life 
he 
has a well-develojDed sense of justice. 
He is not gentle, but he can be kind. 
He requires of his subordinates 
the 
utmost endeavor; but he asks none of 
them to perform what he is not able 
and willing 
to 
do 
himself. 
The 
epitaph 
of a 
famous 
confederate 
cavalry leader will 
do 
for 
Lawton: 
'*He never told his men to go 
on." 
What more could a soldier desire? 


Lawton is an 
Indian 
fighter, 
the 
best this country has ever ¡Droduced. 
General Sherman 
said 
that twenty 
years of almost constant fighting with 
the Indians after the civil war was the 
'Svar of civilization." In this stirring 
drama Lawton played 
on important 
imrt. 
He hunted Indians as a ferret 
hunts rabbits. 
He himself 
has the 
aboriginal instinct, which, 
combined 
with the 
fearlessness, 
sagacity 
and 
common sense 
of the 
Anglo-Saxon, 
made him the master of the red man. 
He drove the wily Naches under 
the 
yoke and he tamed the spirit of 
the 
great Geronimo. 
General 
Miles got 
the credit, but it 
was 
Lawton Avho 
captured Gerouimo*s 
band 
aud 
in- 
stilled the fear of the white 
man in 
the whole Apache 
nation. 
It was 
Lawton, at the head of a company of 
cavalry, who followed the Indians for 
mouths over a country that was made 
in -wrath. 
They toiled through moun- 
tains with volcanic 
crests, and the 
flint 
of lava tore 
the leather 
from 
their feet. 
They 
stumbled 
across 
limitless deserts of alkali that sizzled 
beneath tiieir feet, and they breathed 
air that was like a furnace blast. They 
struggled through canyons, while from 
the mountain tops above the swarthy 
renegades 
hurled 
great 
rocks 
and 
poured down a withering 
fire. 
When 
the last horse had fallen this 
Lawton 
only set his teeth and said: 
''We'll 
walk them down." 
And he did walk 
them doAvn. When he found Geronimo 
aud his band they were living skele- 
tons, almost unable to stand, and it 
Avas many 
days 
before 
they 
were 
able to follow the white men back to 
the San Carlos reservation. The pride 
of 
the Apaches 
was 
broken, 
their 
spirit subdued forever, and since that 
time the settlers of Arizona and New 
Mexico have lived free from the ban 
of dread and fear. 


Such is Major-General Henry 
W. 
Lawton, 
the 
man who 
made 
men 
Avonder at El Caney, as fine a type of 
fighter as this nation of 
fighters 
can 
boast. 
He will be heard from again.

The electric telegraph 
Avires over 
the land, aud the 
cables 
under the 
sea, iu times of Avar become of untold 
value 
in 
the 
quick 
transmission 
of 
despatches 
to 
and from 
tho 
forces 
iu 
the 
field. 
Distance 
is 
annihilated, 
important 
move- 
ments are executed 
with 
less delay, 
and a war is itself shortened. 


In 
addition 
to 
this 
api^lication, 
electricity is 
UOAV put 
to many other 
important uses in the conduct of Avar. 
MoreoA'cr, neAv 
applications 
are con- 
stantly being 
found 
for its 
varied 
capabilities. 


A modern 
miue 
field 
for coast or 
harbor defence is an electric adaptation 
akin to 
electric 
blasting, 
in Avhich 
suitable fuses are arranged to be fired 
by a battery current sent at will from 
some control 
station 
by 
the simple 
closing of the circuit. 


Heavy charges of 
high 
explosives, 
called mines, 
are so 
distributed and 
connected by cables to control stations 
that it is difficult to imagine a hostile 
ship or fleet traversing 
a Avell-organ- 
ized mine field Avithout destruction or 
most serious damage. 


Another terrible engine of destruc- 
tion for use in 
defence of 
harbors is 
the 
electrically 
controlled 
dirigible 
torpedo. 
Moving and steering itself 
in response to electric currents 
sent 
through 
a small 
Avire 
or cable, it 
carries a charge of explosive sufficient 
to destroy in an instant the most for- 
midable Avarship. 


Its high sjDeed and its almost com- 
Ijlete submergence 
save it from dam- 
age by the guns of the enemy, even if 
its api^roach be discovered. 
The .dir- 
igible tori^edo may be regarded as an 
explosive mine, mo\'ed, 
directed and 
fired by the agency 
of 
electricity.— 
Youth's Companion. 


A AVina-Kiiilt Dyke of Sand. 


An interesting illustration of natural 
engineering is the Avell-knoAvn 
heavy 
dyke on the Holland coast, which Avas 
built by the Avinds themselves. 
The 
sand formed betAveen the jetties 
be- 
coming dry in 
sunny 
Aveather, 
and 
the surface blown ashore on the Avind 
bloAving in that direction, it 
Avas 
de- 
sired to build a strong dyke 
to 
con- 
nect Avith the sand dunes, 
and 
this 
Avas accomplished by setting 
in 
the 
sand, in roAvs about one 
foot 
apart, 
tufts of dune sea grass near by. 
The 
tufts thus placed, consisting simi^ly of 
little handfuls of grass, were put, each 
one, into a cavity dug out 
Avith 
tho 
hands, the tuft being set into this and 
the sand pressed around. 


The Avhole surface of the dry, sandy 
beach above high 
tide 
Avas 
covered 
Avith this plantation, and just back of 
it, at the highest point of the existing 
sandy area, one or tAvo rows of 
reeds 
Avere set in the sand, their tops cut oil 
and the stalks left standing about four 
feet above the sand—the latter, drift- 
ing along over the surface, 
catching 
and in one day 
almost 
burying 
the 
tufts of grass and 
standing 
up 
one 
foot along the roAV of reeds; then 
an- 
other plantation being made, and an- 
other, a maKsive dyke Avas thus 
built 
up to the height of theadjoiningdyke. 
In high storm tides the Avaveseat into 
the toe of tbe slope and j^ull doAvn the 
fand, but by 
tho same 
process 
of 
building tho dyke is again restored to 
its former size.—Invention.

It is a Avonderfully hard 
wood, durable and strong, and once 
seasoned does not spilt, crack, warp, 
shrink, or alter in shape. 
In certain 
portions of Burmah there Is teak 2.000 
years old. 
It Aveighs 40 pounds per 
cubic foot. 
Teak Is used in India for 
construction, 
bridge-making, 
sleepers 
and furniture. It is exported to Europe 
chiefly for building raihvay carriages, 
shipbuilding or 
making 
decks 
and 
lower mosts and for the backing of 
armor-plates on ironclads. 
It is pe- 
culiarly useful for the latter purpose, 
owing to the resinous matter which it 
contains and which acts as a preven- 
tive of rust, the wood neither affecting 
the iron nor ""-ipine affpp^ed by it.
